the punishment of those concerned in 
'the assassination of Archduke Francis 
'Ferdinand. The communication also 
gives the reasons for Austria's dissat- 
isfaction with Senna. 


"The object of the Servian note is 
to create the false impression that the 
Servian government is prepared 
in 


great measure to comply with our de- 
mands. 
1 "As a matter of fact, however. Ser- 
via's note is filled with a spirit of dis- 
honesty which clearly let it be seen 
that the Servian government is not 
seriously determined to put an end to 
the culpable tolerance it hitherto has 
extended to intrigues against the Aus- 
iro-Hungarian monarchy. The Servian 
note contains such far-reaching reser- 
vations and limitations not only as re- 
pards the general principles ot our ac- 
tion, but also in regard to the indi- 
vidual claims we have put forward 
that the concesaation actually made 
by Servia become Insignificant. 


Reply is Unsatisfactory. 
"la particular our demands for par- 


ticipation 
of the 
Austro-Hungarian 


authorities to detect the .accomplices 
to the lonspiracy on Servian territory 
has been rejected, while our request 
that measures be taken against that 
section of the Servian press hostile to 
Austria-Hungary, has been declined, 
and our wish '.hat the Servian govern- 
ment take the necessary measures to 
prevent the dissolved Austrophobe as- 
sociations continuing their activity un- 
cer another name and under another 
form, has not even been considered. 
"Since the. claims in the 
Austro- 


Hungarian note of July 23 represent 
the mininmi;. of what is necessary for 
the establishment of permanent peace 
in the southeastern monarchy, 
the 


Servian answer must be regarded as 
unsatistacotry. 
"That the Servian government itself 


is conscious that its note is not ac- 
ceptable to us, is proved by the cir- 
cumftanfe that it proposes at the end 
of thp note to submit the dispute to 
arbitration—an 
invitation which 
is 


thrown unto its proper light by the 
fact that three hours before handing 
in thp note, a few minutes before the 
expiration of the time limit, the mo- 
bilization of Servians took place." 


Hcoe to Avert War. 
London. Julv 27.—The mere 
fact 


that hostilities between Austria Hun- 
gary and Servia had not begun gave 
Europe the 'hope today that 
war 
might be averted. 
There was> how- 
ever, little change in the situation 
and the more optimistic feeling wa.s 
largely based on the belief that the 
German emperor, 
who returned to 
Potsdam today from his cruise in 
northern waters, would use his influ- 
ence in favor o£ a peaceful 
settle- 
ment. 
"Another factor 
In favor 
of 
he 
peaceful arrangement was that 
the 
Austrian ambassador in St. 
Peters- 
burg had shown willingness • to dis- 
cusa matters with the Russian for- 
eign minister. It was said this morn- 
ing that Austria-Hungary would not 
move her forces against the Servian 
capital until tomorrow, which is con- 
firmation of a statement made J>y the 
Austrian ambassador In Ixjndcm yes- 
terday—that Austria-Hungary desires' 
to give Servia further time to consid- 
er her reply to the ultimatum from 
Vienna. 


Consider Answer Fair. 
Outside 
of Austria-Hungary and 
Germany the reply sent by, Servia is 
regarded as a very fair one, as It 
grants all the demands which a sover- 
eign state could grant. It is pointed 
out that there is little use in Servia 
appealing 
for mediation, however 
since Austria-Hungary had declared 
the matter to be between her and 
Servia. and in this she is backed up 
by Germany and Italy, her partners 
in the triple alliance. 
In the meantime all the nations in 
Europe are making preparations for 
war. Even England, which is credit- 
ed with the determination to stand 
aside umess she should be forced in- 
to the conflict, is getting her war- 
shins ready. The leave which is gen- 
erally granted to the crews after the 
annual mobilization of the fleet for 
exercises, has been cancelled, and the 
vessels, are to be kept on a war -,lt- 
ting. 
They began coaling yesterday 
with the expectations that they would 
be ordered to the North Sea, which 
would be England's danger point in 
the event of a Eupropean outbreak. 
Ambassadors in Conference. 
The Italian and German ambassa- 
dors here saw Sir Edward Grey this 
moraine with -what results cannot be 
ascertained. 
The 
members ol the 
foreign diplomatic corps and the offi- 
cials of the British foreign office were 
early astir. 
Sir Edward Grey, like Premier is- 
auith, cut short his week end vaca- 
tion and reached London early in the 
morning. 
Alter

with 
Winston Spencer-Churchill, first lord 
of the admiralty, and 
Premier As- 


ciuith. Sic Edward received the Ital- 
ian ambassador "with whom-'he had a 
long talk. It IB understood that an 
endeavor was ma'de during this con- 
ference to avert a. resort to arms by 
Austria-Hungary and Servia. 
A most serious view of the Austro- 
Hungarian situation is taken here, 
and every effort is being made by Eng- 
land' and her 
ambassadors to find 
some way out of the crisis. 


/ Some Hope for Peace. 
Glimmers of hone flickered in the 
darkened sky 
of European powers 
today. 
While all the powers were 
prenaring for possible eventualities, 
their statesmen 
with 
Sir 
Edward 
Grey, British foreign 
secretary, 
at 
their head, were endeav.oring to bring 
together with the 
governments an 
issue with a view to mediation. 


At the Servian legation in London, 
the view was held that some improve- 
ment had taken place in the situa- 
tion and this ivas attributed to 'lie 
influence exercised by.Russia. Alick 
Georgevitch. the first secretary, said: 
"We have complied with every- 
thing that does not impair our soy- 
eign rights. 
We hope that Austria 
Hungary .in the interest 
of peace, 
will recognize that 
consideration is 
due to an independent states, and so 
avert war. If, howaver, Austria-Hun- 
gary wants war, she will have seen 
that we are prepared to accept it in 
the interests of the 
dignity of our 
state." 
The fact that Austrian ambassa- 
dors abroad are 
willing 
to discuas 
the controversial points with foreign 


governments and especially with Rus- 
sia, led to the belief that an outlet to 
the deadlock -would be found. 
Kaiser to Potsdam. 
Berlin, July 27.—Emperor. William, 
who arrived at Kiel today on board 
the imperial yacht. Poenzellen, pro- 
ceeded at once to Potsdam. A large 
crowd gathered at the Kiel station as 
his majesty 
departed. 
The 
police 
sang and cheered. 
The leading bankers 
of the Ger- 
man capital today have agreed on 
measures to protect their stock mar- 
kets and to encourage the public not 
to unload securities. The 
meeting 
voted in favor of giving credit under 
special terms to brokers, and decided 
to call for margins from 
private in- 
vestors only -when the market value 
of securities had reached the lowest 
point consistent with safety. 


Russian Attitude Better. 
St. Petersburg, 'July 27.—In spite of 
the general unfavorable symptoms in 
the situation between1 Austria-Hun- 
gry and Servia, a better feeling was 
noticeable here today as a result of 
yesterday's diplomatic conversation. 
It is understood that the lorfg inter- 
view between Sergius Sazoss, the Rus- 
sian foreign minister, and the Aus- 
trian ambassador especially -was re- 
sponsible for this improvement of sent- 
ment. This meeting -was 'desired by 
both- Bides. 
The fact 
that Vienna 
does not refuse to discuss the points 
at Issue Is Interpreted as a happy 
symtom. It is still hoped here- that 
the-voice of Berlin may be heard at 
the opportune moment in the interest 
of peace.

Reoort Flaht on Danube.

Recall British Fleet. 
Portland, 
England. 
July 27.—The 
first fleet of the British navy has been 
recalled here by wireless and is now 
coaling. 
The fleet which comprises 
twenty-eight first class 
battleships 
and a large number of cruisers and 
torpedo boat destroyers, had left here 
after the annual exercises, and before 
the receipts of the admiralty's order 
not to dispnrse. all leaves had been 
stopped, and 
It is understood that 
the fleet will proceed to the North 
Sea. 


Italy for Mediation.

Grey that it accepted his invitation 
to join, in a mediation conference.

HUERTA'S GRANTS TO 


BE IGNORED BY THE 


CARRANZA OFFICIALS 


Glvlng-Away of Public Lands Will Not 


Be Allowed by Rebel 


Authorities. 


[BY ASSOCIATED FBKaS.] 


Tampico, Mex., July 27.—General 
Carranza today Indicated that he will 
stand by the decrees he issued early 
In the revolution regarding financial 
transactions made by Huerta. His at- 
tention today was called to a report 
that just before resigning and leaving 
the country, Huerta received half a 
million dollars from the Rothschilds, 
giving in return a grant of a vast area 
in lower California, at a nominal price 
of one cent an acr». Carranza de- 
clared that no such grant of pubHc 
Lands would be recognized, and re- 
called that leading bankers of 
the 
world had been notified. It waa re- 
ported here today that Sir Christopher 
Cradock, British admiral, 
upon his 
visit to Carranza, demanded that all 
concessions made by Huerta to Lord 
Cowdray and other British citizens, 
be ratified by constitutionalists, and 
that Carranza returned a positive re- 
fusal. 
Foreign consuls paid another 
visit to Carranza early today in which 
a discussion of prospects took place. 
Carranza told them there should be 
no apprehension on their part of 
wholesale reprisals from the constitu- 
tionalists 
upon 
those 
who aided 
Huerta.

Milwaukee, Wis., July 27.—Milwau- 
kee grew horns today in honor of P, A. 
P. The Loyal Order of Moose opened 
its national convention here today 
with all the display and enthusiasm 
characteristic of the big orders. 
Bands in uniform of all colors, some 
dispensing music that contended with 
the uniforms for discord, blared on the 
downtown street corners while Moose 
from all sections of the country and 
in all colors and shapes of regalia 
lined the sidewalks and fought for 
walking space on the sidewalks.

aux took her seat today for the sev- 
enth days' session of her trial for the 
murder of Calmette, she 
appeared 
calmer than on the preceding days. 
She had, however,'suffered from faint- 
ng spells last night as a result of the 
severe strain she underwent on Satur- 
day. As soon as Judge Albenel and 
hree associates had taken their seats 
H. Caillaux demanded to be'beard. 
He said: 
"The Figaro having accused me to- 


day of suborning witnesses, I should 
Ike to submit to the court some au- 
;hentlc papers concerning the late 
laston Calmette's relations with the 
Hungarian government. I have hesl- 
-ated to use them but I have decided 
:o do so in view of the Figaro's atti- 
tude. I desire also to read the late 
M. Calmette's will." 


Malrtri Chenu: "How did you get 


M. Caillaux: 
"In the same way 
that you got my letters." 
M. Caillaux then read the will. 
M. Caillaux afterwards said:' 
"I shall not repeat what I have al- 
ready said about

of vagrancy. 
She lived In 
Chicago. 
Last March, while 
In New York 
City, she attempted suicide in the 
apartments of an actor, Frank Kakl. 
At that time she went by the name of 
Edith Rockwell. She had a younger 
sister, who was sentenced, to the home 
of the Good Shepherd at Milwaukee, 
four years ago, and who while on her 
way_to the railroad station succeeded 
In swallowing <poison ana died.

Complete Submission to His 


Regime— Many Exe- 


cutions.

Pekin, July 27.—Yuan Shl-kal's gov- 


ernment, lenient for a while, has be- 
come so severe that the summary exe- 
cutions. q£ sentences to death or exile 
for political offenses are again num- 
erous.-It is not only those who vio- 
late the law but also those who but 
passively support it and, who will not 
work for reforms, on, whom the hand 
of the law is set. 
Yuan Shi-kai has found that dras'aic 
regulations are necessary for improv- 
ing the provincial administrations and 
purging the country of rebels, who are 
still striving to turn the army against 
the president. A recent presidential 
mandate prescribes execution for offi- 
ciate who receive bribes for pervert- 
ing the law. Life imprisonment ia 
prescribed for those who accept bribes 
for neglecting to put the law in force. 
It appears from 
the 
mandate that 
"punishment by death may take the 
form of shooting", instead-of the old 
time decapitation, -and "'penal servi- 
tude may take the 
form of banish- 
ment to remote and • unhealthy pro- 
vinces." 
. 
Besides rebels and corrupt officials, 
persistent gamblers and secret service 
men-cf vicious practices are also to 
be putt to. death, If, the presidential or- 
ders can be enforced. Such lists as 
the following are appearing daily, in- 
dicating those whose life may be for- 
feit of the crime. 
"Tong-chong, acting magistrate of 
Hsiac Kan Hsien, failed to perform his 
duty and practiced 'squeezers,' giving 
great trouble to the people. 
"Tu Chong-Yu, acting magistrate of 
Chlng Shan Hsien, allowed his rela- 
tives and servants to receive bribes 
and to frequent evil houses. 
"Tung Lal-yu, magistrate of Chia 
Yu Hsien, misappropriated government 
funds and has the habit of smoking 
opium and gambling. 
"Fang Jus-sung, active magistrate 
of Chung Yang Hsien, refused to hand 
over his office when instructed to at- 
tend the examination of magistrates." 
One regretable phase of the drastic 
program which the government has 
undertaken is the fact that many in- 
nocent persons have to go to the exe- 
cution grounds. It has long been the 
practice of trade rivals or any person 
who holds a grievance against another 
to bring the authorities 
down upon 
that person and perhaps bring about 
his execution. One of the most famil- 
iar methods has been for one to send 
through the malls letters which would 
seem to connect his business enemy 
with rebel operations. The govern- 
ment authorities, carefully watch the 
mails, detect the letters and believe 
them genuine, run down the person 
to whom they are addressed, and take 
summary action. Perhaps hundreds of 
guiltless persons have already been 
executed as' a result ot such fraud. It 
would seem that the administration 
could easily detect such fraudulent let- 
ters, but the Chinese authorities are 
stilt liaise an^'-M?* is held very cheap 
because it is so"wretched and mis- 
erable.

Washington's fig 
ures for 78 games were 289 runs, 607' 
hits, 120 errors and 848 runners strand- 
ed. The Chicago White Sox, playing 
one game less, scored 577 hits, 249 
runs, 149 errors and 472 Chicago play- 
ers reached first and were left on the 
paths. 


The St. Louis BroTfns while charged 
with more errors than any other club 
in the league had the fewest players 
left, their record being 265 runs, 60S 
hits, 157 errors and 428 left on base;- 
in 82 games.

SLAV OR TEUTON? 
the civilized world witness a 


struggle between the Slavic and Teu- 
tonic races for the supremacy of 
'Europe? Is the great dual monarchy 
of Austria and Hungary, to enforce, 
••DV arms, its demand upon its little 
neighbor, Eervia, and 
thus bring 


about a conflict that will shake the 
very thrones of Europe to their foun- 
dation and change the map of Europe 
as it has not been altered since the 
^Napoleonic wars? 
The assassination of the Crown 
Prince of Austria and his morganatic 
wife on June 28, and the subsequent 
belief that the plot was hatched in 
Belgrade, Servia's capital, crystalized 
the feeling that Servia was sowing 
seeds of disorder with the avowed 
purpose of 
f?reat empire a section of the Slavic 
people. 


Austria demanded that Servia 
offi- 


cially and publicly disavow and re- 
press this movement, giving the lat- 
ter nation forty-eight hours to comply 
with their demands. This period ex- 
pired Saturday, and Servia's reply was 
not deemed satisfactory, the Austrian 
minister retired from Belgrade and 
the Servians removed their 
capital 


from their beautiful city a( ross from 
the Austrian frontier to' the interior, 
near their arsenals. The Austrian 
army is held in readiness and the Ser- 
vian forces are mobilizing, If it be 
war it will mean more than a contest 
between these two nations—it will in- 
volve all of Europe. 


It will be a war between the Slavic 
and Teutonic 
races, with 
Russia, 


France, Germany, Italy and England 
taking sides in the great problem of 
ages. Of a 
different 
race, of a 
different language, of a different re- 
ligion, its effect will be widespread. 
Austria, powerful and mighty, is held 
by a fragile bond to Hungary, once a 
powerful nation in itself, descendants 
of the wild Huns, who in the ninth 
century invaded Europe and struck 
terror to the civilized world. Since 
the sixteenth century a part of the 
great Austrian empire, but always in 
a state of rebellion until granted its 
own government by Austria in 1867, 
and the present aged monarch of the 
dual kingdom, Frances Joseph, 
was 


crowned king of Hungary, and the 
house of Hapsburg recognized as the 
authority. 
Should a strife come it 


would do one of two things—cement 
the bond of union between the two 
nations or widen the breach and bring 
about a division of the kingdom into 
two distinct parts. 


Servia is peopled by the Serbs or 
Slavs, a race that for years maintained 
its own kingdom, then fell prey to the 
Turks and for centuries was a depend- 
ent of, that people. Since 1878 it has 
been 
an independent kingdom and 


during the recent war with Turkey its 
troops played a most important part, 
showing great bravery and its gener- 
als' skill. 
It is prepared for a war 


by its recent experience, but has hard- 
ly recovered from the effects of the 
ravages of the recent struggle both 
upon its finances and citizens. 
To add to the complications, Rus- 
sia, a Slav nation, will bitterly resent 
the interference of Austria, its sworn 
enemy, in Servian affairs. It will es- 
pouse the cause of the Servians with- 
out a doubt for 
already dispatches 
show that the czar is mustering his 
forces to throw them into Austrian 
territory, should the need come, and 
the newspapers of the 
capital, St. 


Petersburg, bitterly denounce Austria 
and its attitude. 
Allied with Russia, in the famous 
compact between European nations 
for mutual protection and 
advance- 


ment is France, the nation of the 
Franks, and England, the nation of the 
Saxons. Here are three races, foreign 
to each other, but bound together by 
treaties. 
Nor is Austv>> ilonc in the strug- 
gle. Germany, 
: hrnd of the famous 


Triple alliance, composed of Germany, 
Austria and Italy is ready to back up 
its sister Teutonic nation with armed 
force. 
Italy, however, desires peace, 


and much regrets the present diffi- 
culty. England's 
attitude is prob- 


lematic. 
It favors Austria, but the 
bond with Russia may be too strong 
to break and the Jealousy of Germany 
may add fuel to tht flame. France 
desires peace, but casts longing eyes 
on Germany and remembers the ill- 
fated war of Seventy when the Teu- 
tonic host captured even Paris, the 
capital of the Franks' nation. 
What part Roumania, Bulgaria and 


Greece will play in the great war game 
is uncertain. Roumaaia is friendly to 
Austria, Bulgaria practically 
domi- 


nated by Russia, and Greece at pres- 
ent has his hands full with Its own 
troubles with Turkey. It will be a 
Titanic atruggle if it comes—one that 
•will rock the world, and its effects 
reach to the farthermost parts of the 


Should Servia make the first move 


in the great war game, it would suffer. 
Under the regulations of international 
law for even in war there are certain 
rule's and regulations for civilized na- 
tions to follow. Servia would be con- 
sidered the aggressor and subject to 
indemnity that might come as a re- 
sult—an indemnity that would be en- 
forced by all the nations of Europe 
despite their position In the two great

it is probable that the police have 
solved many of the petty thefts lhat 
have been committed during the past 
few weeks la Jane*ville.

Under present conditions the length 
of the standard route Is twenty-four 
miles and the maximum compensation 
paid carriers is |1300 a year. The 
postmaster 
general 
proposes to in- 
crease the length of the route where 
conditions are favorable to flfty miles, 
and on such routes carriers will be 
paid a salary of »1,800 a year. 
The postmaster general la of the 
opinion that in some instances it may 
be found desirable to have routes fifty 
miles In length on a straight line. On 
such route* he would bave the car- 
riers deliver and collect on the out- 
ward trip, remaining over night at 
the terminus ol the route, and deliver 
and collect on the return journey toe 
following day. 
In planning the introduction o£ auto- 
mobiles the 
Poatmaster General is 
striving to effect economies; 
There 
are at present 4,000 route* in opera- 
tion throughout the United States. It 
costs approximately $46,009,000 a, year 
to maintain them. 
The use of automobiles would ren- 
der unnecessary 
the employment of 
one carrier on practically every rpute. 
Just how many carriers would be laid 
off under the new system has not yet 
been figured out.

F a merchant should insist upon presenting you with an article which 
vou wanted *o buy from lam, and then some time later should present 
vou with a bill charging a larger sum than you originally offered him, 
vou would he pretty indignant, wouldn't you? 
You sav vou cannot imagine a merchant doing such a thing. 
No. neither'cnn I. Yet that is practically a description of the trick 


which friends often play upon each other. 
The other dnv I heard a woman complaining bitterly because a friend 
of hers was not willing to take her little daughter into her home while 
•she wa-, absent on a two weeks trip. 


"Oh. yes, Louise said she would do it," she com- 
plained, "but I could see she didn't want to, and I 
certainly shan't force her to. I wouldn't have Dorothy 
stay where she wasn't wanted for anything. But I 
must say I never saw such ingratitude. 'Why, when 
she was married, I marked half of her linen for her. 
1 clld two 
tablecloths and two dozen napkins, and ,1 
don't 
know how 
many towels. I worked half one 
summer on them. Well, there's no use expecting grati- 
tude in this world." 


Now if I had not heard the other side of the case 
I might have been horrified by the ingratitude dis- 
played, but. as it happened, I had heard the detendant'3 
case, here it is. 


The plaintiff offered to mark the linen in ques- 
tion. The defendant thanked her but said she wished 
she would let her pay Cor the work. The plaintiff ab- 
solutely refused, and the defendant reluctantly accepted 
the favor. 
A few months later, however, the plaintiff 
demanded as pay that the defendant should take charge 
of her little girl for two weeks. 


Now if the little girl had been an ordinary child, the defendant might 
have been willing, but Dorothy is an extremely delicate child, always sub- 
ject to sudden upsets, and the responsibility appalled the defendant who 
is not used to children. And it was because she could not hide this feeling 
that the plaintiff haughtily withdrew her request and began to inveigh about 
the uselessness of expecting gratitude in this world. 
Now if we are cold blooded enough to translate the two favors into 
cold cash, we find that the embroidery could have been hired for six or 
seven dollars whereas board and nursemaid's services for the child for two 
weeks would certainly have cost fift.een or eighteen dollars. 
Moreover, the defendant would far rather have paid outright for the 
work r.t double its value than to have accepted the responsibility of caring 
for a sickly child.

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THE FALL OF THE HOUSE OF USHER 


By Edgar Allan Foe 


: EDGAR ALLAN 


POE 


Twenty-four famous authors were 
asked recently to name the best 
short story in the English lan<uaie 
The choice of Gouverneur Morris 
was 'The Fall of the House of 
Usher," by Eo<ar Allan foe, who 
won world renown as a short story 
writer. 


The"antique volume Vhich I had tan- 


en np was the "ilfld Trist" of Sir 
Launcelot Canning, bnt I bod failed 
It a favorite of Usher's more in snd 
Jest than In earnest, for. in truth. 
there is little in Its uncouth and un- 
imaginative prolixity which could have 
had interest for the lofty and spiritual 
ideality of my friend. It -was, however, 
the only book immediately nt hand. 


I had arrived nt that well known 


portion of tie story where Ktbelred, 
the hero of the trist, having sought in 
vain for peaceable admission into the 
dtvellins r'f the hermit, proceeds to 
make good an entrance by force. Here, 
it wi!l be remenabered, the -words of 
the narrative run thus: 


"And Etbelred. who was by nature 


of a doughty heart and who was now 
mighty withal on account of tbe pow- 
erfulness of the wine which he had 
drunken, waited no longer to parley 
with the hermit, who, in sooth, was 
of an obstinate and maliceful turn, 
but, feeling the rain upon bis shoul- 
ders and fearing tbe rising of the 
tempest, uplifted bis mace outright 
and with blows made quickly room in 
the plankings of tbe door for his 
gauntleted hand, and now, pulling 
therewith sturdily, be so cracked and 
ripped and tore all asunder that the 
noise of the dry and hollow sounding 
wood 
alarommed and reverberated 


throughout the forest."
